In the same vein it might be 
said that violent protestations, patriotic or 
pious, do usually cover ups mass of ig- 
norance and insincerity. Our life is not a 
bundle ef lucsier matches, to be setin a 
blaze by sudden frictions. It is a positive 
existence, subject to known rules of busi- 
ness diet and conduct. 

Ip commenting now and then upon our 
social and political existence—which is 
not pretended by any one to be perfect— 
we have had but a single purpose at heart, 
apd that is corrective, not destructive. 
It seeks for ite object some better condi 
tion of life by a gradual process of unver- 
sal culture, which discards partisan and 
revolutionary violence and depends exclu- 
sively upon natural laws and appliances. 
We by no means set up for the propbet of 
a new taith—the apostle of a new creed— 
we simply endeavor to interpret a scheol 
of thought which has already accomplished 
much; and we are conscious of many faults 
im the rendering. It is not possible with 
the limited resources of our poor scholar. 
ship to say nothing of the actual cradity of 
American ecience, to enter very learnedly 
upon investigations which, in the greatest 
mtellectual capitals of Europe, are yet in 
swaddling clothes. All that we can hope 
to do is to draw a little trom ordinary re- 
eearch and common experiegee, and, by 
the aid of such light as we can 
And, to point out the direction 
traveled by those who have thus far 
only blazed a pathway through the woods. 
It is doubtless a pleasure to our critica, and 
we dare say they will find it easy enough, 
to tomahawk us as we follow after at very 
long range. But is such a wartare wise or 
just? Win bring us nearer the ond of 
all striving? Onur life is coarse enough at 
best, withont the help of criticism—whose 
mission eahould be to chastem—te make it 
coarser; and we shall continue to strive to 
chasten it to make it more sincere; more 
generous; more equal and simple. Ours is 
not a new, but a yery old, old story; G tale 
that im one form or another, has been told 
im every age; only we seem to be nearer lu 
conclusien, though we may be indeed far 
from it. Great works have been done in 
our day. Greater seem to be going for- 
ward. Wise men should strike constantly 
on the rocks if the water never gushes 
forth, though there be those who—epite of 
the weighty charges laid against them— 
have abundant faith in the words, knock 
and it shall be opened unto you!”
